In the other dispatch, which Adjt.- 
Gen. Corbin gave to the press, Gen. Otis 
made a statement which will probably 
be construed as inconsistent with his 
estimates of 30,000 men as sufficient for 
all purposes. In this second communi- 
cation he said that 12 per cent. of his 


{command was sick; that repeated calls 


for American troops in islands other 
than Luzon were being received, and 
Ahat the troops have worked to the 


‘}limit of indurance. 


Inquiries as to whether these state- 
ments were not taken by military au- 
thorities to mean that Gen. Otis was 
hinting that he needed reinforcements 
resulted in disclosing the fact that the 
other dispatch, in which he had ad- 
hered to his original estimate of 30,000 
men, had been received. The , message 
Was sent by 
Gen. Otis in response to instructions to 
cable a resumé-Oof the situation. 

It cannot be said tonight with any 
definiteness whether any more troops 
will be sent to Gen. Otis. There is ap- 
parently a difference of opinion among 
Officials as to the advisability of rein- 
forcing the army in the Philippines. It 
is probable that despite Gen. Otis’s as- 
surances, some of the President’s ad- 
visers will urge that volunteers be en- 
listed. 
“There is a growing feeling in .mill- 
tary circles that the wisest policy to 
pursue is to muster ‘in a large force 
of volunteers, to be held in the United 


ippines, in the event of any .emergency 
requiring more troops there. Taken 
as a whole, however, the review of 
the situation submitted by Gen. Otis 
is encouraging. 

The War Department officials say 
that they consider the most important 
statement in the dispatch is that re- 
lating ta the encouragement that the 


Filipinos have received from the 
United States.. Much indignation is 
expressed here over the manner in 


which the anti-expansionists in this 
country have sought to revive hope 
among Aguinaldo and his followers, 
and there is a strong feeling that 
something should be done by the de- 
partment to punish men responsible 
for having produced this condition of 
affairs. 

So marked is this feeling among of- 
ficials prominent in the administra- 
tion that it is likely that President 
McKinley ‘will be urged to take meas- 
ures to put a stop to this form: of 
treason. The opinion is growing: that 
the government has been too lenient 
with the anti-expansionists, who have 
been active in attempting to cause 
dissension ‘amo the troops in the 
Philippines, induce’ the insur- 
gents to. believe that the expansion 
policy of the administration would “be 
repudiated at the next general elec. 
tions, and that the independence of 
the Filipinos would then be recog- 
nized. 

REPORT VERY SATISFACTORY.

detailed report of the condition exist- 
ing in the Philippines is considered very 
satisfactory at the War Department. It 
is taken to mean that Gen. Otis will not 
now prosecute a campaign on account 
of the rainy seagon, except where the 
insurgents make it necessary to defend 
the territory how in possession of the 
United States.

Otis, in a reply to a cable to the War 
Department asking for information 
regarding the situation and condi- 
tions in the Philippines, today cabled 
a long reply as follows:

Los Angeles Man Reported as 
~ One of the Lucky. — 


Great Difficulties Encountered 
Along the Route. 


Six Men Who Left Edmonton Over 
a Year Ago Winter in Rags and 
Bones—Held Up by Indians—The 
Country Fall of Idlers. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

SPHATTLE, June 26.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] Charles P. Osborne of San 
Francisco tells a remarkable story of 
a trip which he made recently, 400 
miles up McMillan River, where, he 
claims, he struck placer ground which 
will yield him a fortune. Osborne said: 

“There is enough gold at the 
headwaters of McMillan River to make 
a small army of determined men rich. 
It is a terrible country to get into, 
though, and it took my mate and I 
nearly two months to arrive at the 
spot, which we believe is a new El- 
dorado. Altogether we traveled about 
four hundred miles and prospected all 
the way up the river. 

“My partner, Smithson of Los An- 
geles, struck rich ground by chance, 
and we worked it until our provisions 
nearly gave out. There was gold 
everywhere in that vicinity, and we 
cleaned up nearly $1000 before we were 
compelled to get out. The diggings are 
shallow, and it is an easy matter to 
reach bedrock. The dirt, as a rule, 
ran about»$2 to the pan, and we got a 
number of nuggets that are-worth from 
$5 to $25. I can’t say how wide the 
pay streak is, as we did not take time 
to investigate it fully. 

“When we returned to Dawson few 
people would believe that we had struck 
it rich on McMillan, as so many who 
prospected that country failed to find 
anything. The trouble was that they 
did not go up far enough, on accotint 
of the many difficulties encountered. 
There will’ undoubtedly be a big rush 
up there this summer. I expect to see 
it turn out a second Klondike. After 
spending a few weeks in San Fran- 
cisco I will return to*McMiHan with a 
party.”

PREDiCTIONS OF A CHANGE, 


Begins With the Fall of the 
Gavel—Many Delegates Quit—A 
Hip-roaring Farce. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] There is joy and rage in 
Washington tonight because Gov. Pin- 
gree of Michigan has harpooned Secre- 
tary Alger in the first round. If the. 
political heavens are not about to fall,.. 
Alger must now leave President Mce« - 
Kinley’s Cabinet, and possibly the Re<« 
publican party as well. 

When Alger went to Detroit and 
made a compact with Pingree for help 
in his Senatorial boom, he became so 
elated over that success that he come 
mitted the indiscretion of saying, by, 
way of squaring himself with the Pres- 
ident and with the Republican party in 
general, that “Gov. Pingree is for 
President- McKinley, first, last and all 
the time.’’ This afternoon there &p-< 
pears in the newspapers an interview 
with Pingree from Detroit, wherein 
Pingree ~virtually repudiates Alger’s 
announcement and rakes tH® adminis- 
tration over the coals on all important. 
points. 

Pingree declares himself at variance 
with President McKinley on territorial 
expansion, for instance, yet. Pingree, 
who opposes the President as strongly 
as does, William J., Bryan, is the man ~ 
with whom Russell A. Alger, Secretary 
of War in the McKinley Cabinet, has 
formed a political alliance. 

The thing, when revealed to political 
Washington in its nakedness today, 
simply astounded the town. Considering 
Alger’s original statement concerning 
Pingree's attitude toward the Presidént 
and Pingree’s complete repudiation of 
it, there seemed, tonight, a brilliant ope 
portunity for Alger to do some explaine 
ing, but the Secretary of War evidently 
thought a matter involving his veracity, 
not worth explaining,.any way he de 
clined to do so in one instance. : 

Secretary <Alger’s associates in the 
Cabinet are wild over this latest move 
by him. There are predictions tonight 
that within a week he will be asked to 
leave the Cabinet. On all sides it ig 
declared that President McKinley cane 


not endure his. presence longer ig 
Washington. But that’s another mate 
ter. No man can predict what Alger 


would do, even*if asked for his resig« 
nation. He might write it, and he 
might not.

DEMONSTRATIVD DEMOCRATS. 


Kentucky State Convention Con- 
tinues Its Uproar All Day. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
LOUISVILLE, June %—A _ contin- 
uous performance of farce, lasting 
eight hours; a vocal entertainment 


with soloists and a chorus of several’ 


hundred voices; declamations and tin- 
horn tests of lung power, made up the 
programme ef the sixth day’s session 
of the Democratic State Convention, 
and it narrowly escaped winding up in 
en exhibition of pugilism and gun- 


fighting. 
From 10 o’clock until 6 today, Cen- 
tral Music Hall contained - without 


doubt the most uproarious and disor- 
derly body of men that ever gathered 
for the transaction of podlitical or other 
business. Angered by what they con- 
sidered an. arbitrary. ruling of the 
chairman in’ refusing to allow an ap- 
peal from his decision, declaring out of 
order a motion to remove policemen 
from the hall, over half the delegates 
set about with all the .energy they 
could command to prevent such trans- 
action of business until they secured a 
vote on the appeal. 

This plan was successfully carried 
out until nearly 6 o’clock this evening, 
when, principajly because of utter 
physical exhaustion, the filibusters al- 
lowed themselves to be outwitted, and 
the vote on nomination for Governor, 
‘which the chair had ordered early in 
the morning and had tried repeatedly 
to» proceed with, was concluded by 
having the county chairmen, or as 
many as would, come tp the stage and 
yell their votes at the clerk, who, at 
a distance of a few inches, was able to 
catch the figures. 

The teeth of the recalcitrants having 
been pried open, the bitter dose slowly 
trickled down, and before they fairly 
realized they were beaten, a second 
ballot was reached, this time with less 
tribulation. These ballots, both fruit- 
less, represent the day’s work of the 
convention After they were . com- 
pleted, all were glad enough to ad- 


journ until 10 o’clock tomorrow morn- 


ng. 

Behind this spectacular entertain- 
ment, three candidates .for Governor 
worked like beavers. Today it svas 
clearly Goebel against the field, and 
the Kenton county leader, cold and 
nerveless as ever, has successfully de- 
fied his opponents and beaten tliem. 

They may defeat him yet, but so 
far they have shown themselves woe- 
fully lacking in ability to. throw their 
votes in any one direction or kéep it 
slent when it seemed best to their 
managers-that no vote be cast. Goebel 
controls the organization of the con- 
vention, and through it the State Cen- 
tral Committee, and they probably 
will attack him here, too, if they can 
get together. Today’s events will tend 
to bring them closer, but at present 
the fight is an open and as fierce as it 
has been at any time. 


BITS OF THE FARCE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LOUISVILLE, June 26.—Trouble be- 
gan with the fall of the gavel at to- 
day’s session of the Democratic State 
Convention, the beginning of the sec- 
ond week of its labors. In respect to 
uproarious disorder it outdid itself to- 
day, though it already had a reason- 
ably good record for lack of accord. 

When the session began a .demand 
was made for the removal of the po- 
lice who had been present since | the 
disturbance caused Friday by outsid- 
ers. The chair ruled it out of order 
and refused to recognize an appeal. 
For hours the crowd yelled and sang 
if’a very effectual effort to prevent 
a continuation of the balloting for 
Governor. 

The demonstration on the whole 
was good-humored, but determined. 
Only once or twice was ill-humor dis- 
played and one of these occasions was 
caused by the ejection of a disorderly 


delegate. It came near reSulting se- 
ously. 
When Democratic State Conven- 


tion was’called to order at 10 o’clock 
this morning, the three-cornered fight 
for the gubernatorial nomination was 
apparently no nearer 4 settlement than 
on Saturday. 
Conferences lasting untje?eng after 
midnight failed to bring any two of 


candidates nearer together, though 
fo time it looked as though Stone 
and in might get together, but

parties must lose all, as Goebel has | 
the State organization. 

Many delegates have gone home. | 
What effect this will have on the main | 
contest is an open question, but it has 
seriously alarmed many of the candi- 
dates for minor offices. John R. Rhea 
got the floor once and called attention 
to the presence in the hall of the po- 
licemen, the inference being that they 
were not there simply to keep order. 
He moved that the chairman order 
them removed. The chairman recalled 
the attempt of Friday night, by outsid- 
ers, to interfere with the proceedings 
of the convention, and said the police 
had been called at his request. He 
declared the motion out of order. Rhea 
and other Stone and Hardin leaders 


appealed from this decision, and de- 


manded a call of the counties. The 
chair deelined to recognize the appeal 
and ordered the roll call for a ballot 
for Governor. 

Instantly the convention was in a 
turmoil, equal to any of the exciting 
incidents of last week. The Stone and 
Hardin leaders made frantic appeals 
for justice and fairness. A dozen of 
them gathered in the space in front of 
the chairman, and, with the vociferous 
support of hundreds” delegates, de- 
clared the ballot should not proceed 
until their appeal from the decision of 
the chair was put to the house. The 
discontent over what were believed to 
be arbitrary decisions of the chair, bid 
fair to put a stop to further business. 
Here occurred an incident well illus- 
trating the state of feeling. A note 
was handed to Chairman Redwine, and 
he sat down to read’ it. Again the 
delegates became wildly excited, 
“What does your boss say?” “Read it 
out!” they yelled at the top of their 
voices. ‘The note was handed to the 
clerk and read. It proved to be a note 


gether. Let us sing “Praise God From” 
whom All Blessings Flow.’ ”’ 

A wave of laughter swept through 
the hall, then all caught up the strain, 
and the hymn was .sung, amid sur- 
roundings that made it sound weird 
and uncanny, not of peace 
and good will. sacred music never 
had 4 less Neat: ad influence. It gave 
way to the old chorus of disorder, and 
another attempt to start the roll call 
was hoyed down, At this juncture a 
delegate rushed toward the stage. Im- 
mediately in front of the chairman 
stood a line of blue coats. The excited 
delegate began eto denounce the police, 
the chairman and things generally. 

An officer laid: his hands on the dis- 
turber’s shoulder. The convention 
arose as one man and a dangerous 
movement ta the front of the house 
began. Every delegate was on his 
feet and wildly excited. This gesticu- 
lating noisy mass surged forward, 
pushing back the police and crowding 
them against. the stage. Four of the 
dissidents, with presence of mind, 
took possession of the disturber and 
hustled him out of the way. The po- 
lice who had been stoically listening 
to all sorts of denunciation for hours, 
evidently took the matter seriously. 
One of them, Capt. Maher, pulled his 
revolver. His intention probably was 
to protect Chairman Redwine, who 
had matie his way to the rear of the 
stage. At any rate the crowd did not 
catch sight of the weapon or the con- 


vention might have developed what 
has been momentarily feared for 
nearly a week—a general fight. The 
causesof the disturbance removed 
comparative silence, that was not 
death-like, was restored. One delegate 
shouted: 


“Mr. Chairman, I move the conven- 
‘tion adjourn to meet at some future 
day in Manchester, Ky.” An _ uproar 
ensued, and wher it had spent itself, 
a Hardin leader in front of the stage 
asked the chairman if he would call 
the roll on the appeal. 

“No, sir,”’ came the determined an- 
swer.

The dinner hour was long past, the 
chorus was showing signs of fatigue, 
and oratory was waning, when a. jong- 
headed gentleman of coior with a big 
tray of sandwiches came on ‘he scene. 
The white men assumed the burden 
with eagerness. This infused enough 
life into the assemblage to cause a re- 
newal of the farce. To allow vocal 
chords to rest, a round of whistling was 
started, with “A Hot Time” as the 
theme. 

Chairman Redwine here showed the 
first sign of impatience. Rapping on 
the table sharply, he said imploringly: 
“Gentlemen, how long is this thing go- 
ing to. last?” 

“tntil we get a vote,” came the re- 
sponse like a Kansas cyclone, and the 
crowd struck up “‘We Won't Go Home 
’Till Morning.”’ 

After two ballots without choice the 
convention adjourned until tomorrow.

The Hardin men and many 
Stone delegates did not vote. 

After half an hour of the hardest 
kind of work, the ballot was finished 


and announced as follows: Goebel, 
352%; Stone, 26144; Hardin,. 67. The 
chair ordered another ballot, upon 
which Col. James cried: ‘All Hardin 
and Stone men refuse tovote.” The 
Goebelites responded defiantly, and 


predictions that had been made that 
the weakness of Hardin and Stone 
would show itself in the lack of con- 
trol over their. delegates were verified. 
The last ballot, the thirteenth, re- 
sulted: Goebel, 320%; * Stone, 275;

Small Riots at Cleveland—Kansas

PITTSBURGH, June 26.—All the 
tin-plate works in the country will be 
closed Friday at midnight, as a result 
of the failure to settle on a wage scale 
at the conference in Chicago. Fully 
50,000 persons will be made idle by 
the shut-down. 

The conference whcih opened in Chi- 
cago Tuesday morning, closed Satur- 
day evening at 6 o’clock without ar- 
riving at an agreement. The Workers’ 
Committee, acting under instructions 
received from the. annual convention 
held in Detroit, made a demand for 
an advance of 20 per cent. The pres- 
ent wage scale expires June 30, and 
members*of the Amalgamated Assoc‘a- 
tion are not permitted to work after 


that date unless ithe new scale is 
signed, 

About 25,000 skilled workmen are 
members of the association, and as 


many mére are dependent upon them 
and will be idle while the skilled men 
are unemployed. Nearly 75 per cent. 
of the tin-plate workers of the coun- 
try are employed in Western Penn- 
sylvania mills. The scale for the 
tin-house men or unskilled labor, was 
arranged several weeks ago, and pro- 


vides for a big advance to some of the 
workers and averages nearly 20 per 
cent. All the tin-plate mills in the 
country are union mills, with only 
four exceptions. Some of them may 
continue in operation, but it is not 
likely that they will. |

CLEVELAND; June 26—Several 
small riots took place today, due to 
the presence of non-union crews on Big 
Consolidated cars. At Harvard and 
Fremont streets a north-bound car 
was attacked, while going through a 
Polish settlement. 

The motorman and conducter were 
struck by stones, and the former, 
Charles W. Kennedy, drew a revolver, 
firing over the heads of the crowd, 
which then gave way in fright... At 
South Brooklyn there were several hos- 


tile demonstrations against non-union 
crews. 


PREJUDICE IS CHARGED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WALLACE (Idaho,) June 26.—The 

defense today filed an affidavit charg- 
ing prejudice against the defendants 
on the part of Acting Sheriff France 
and four of his deputies, and objecting 
to the appointment of either as elisor 
to summon jurors. He also objected 
to an open venire, claiming that the 
jury should be called upon fromthe 
regular jury pane The court over- 
ruled the objection. . 

The defense also asked for time to 
prepare a further affidavit, showing 
cause Why Sheriff Sutherland should 
not be appointed elisor. Judge Stewart 
said he thought the defense had made 
the case, #ut the attorney argued that 
they had no suspicion that Sutherland's 
appointment was contemplated. .The 
Judge further said that charges of per. 
jury must be specific; defendant could 
allege possession against men as fast 
as they could be named, “but I under- 
Stand that the elisor is appointed by 
the court—not by the defendant,” 

Finally the matter went over until 
morning, the defense being allowed to 
produce affidavits from parties other 
than defendants. After a long argu- 
ment, the motion to quash the citation 
Was overruled. The defense then’ of- 
fered. a motion to quash the informa- 
tion, which met the same fate. ‘They 
then filed a demurrer, argumeént on 
which occupied nearly the whole aft- 
erndon, judgment being reserved until 
tomorrow. The real contention of the 
defense was that the action was’ crim- 
inal rather than civil, and that the ac- 
tion was not properly brought, but the 
court overruled that point. 

The prisoners at Wardner today

COUNCIL OF WOMEN. 


Notable Gathering and Notable Ad- 
dress at London,

LONDON, June 26.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The International Council of 
Women opened today. The Countess 
of Aberdeen, president of the council, 
im her address, after cordial words of 
welcome, sketched the duties of the 
council. She said international arbi- 
tration should ever be placed foremost 
in its programme; advocated the es- 
tablishment of an international bureau 
of information regarding all that af- 
fects women, and warned women 
against arrogating to themselves alone 
the duties of curing all evils, saying: 
“It may be well to have unions of 
mothers, but do the fathers count so 
little in the home that their counsel 
is not needed?

Reception to New York’s Governor

EAST LAS VEGAS (N. M.,) June 
26.—[Exclusive Dispateh.] The pro- 
sramme: for the first reunion of the 
Rough Riders was concluded this even- 
ing with a ball at the Las Vegas Hot 
Springs Hotel.

Formation of Local Organizations 
to Be Auxiliaries to the State 
Organization is Formally 
Urged. 


Guarantee of Reduced Rates by a 
New Plan of Distributing the 
Products in the Eastern 
States. 


Gov. Gage Calls Meeting of Regents. 
Private Wigfall Attempts Mur- 
der—King Lunalilo’s Body 
Safe—Valuable Cargo. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, Juve 26.—The follow- 
ing address was issued today by the 
Fruit-Growers’ Association of Califor- 
nia: 
“To the deciduous-fruit growers of 
California: We, the board of directors 
of the Fruit-growers’ Association of 
California, elected at a meeting of the 
fruit-growers of California held at the 
city of Sacramento, June 17, 1899, re- 
spectfully submit for your considera- 
tion the following: 

“First—We think it advisable to es- 
tablish the principal place of business 
of the association at the city of Sacra- 
mento, on account of its central loca- 
tion. 

“Second—We recommend local fruit- 
growers’ organiations in each locality 


where anv considerable quantity of 


fruit is grown and shipped, such local 


organiations to be auxiliary to and 


work in harmony with the State or- 
ganization. 

“Phird—We believe one of the great 
sources of evil in this whole fruit- 


ghipping business is the fruit from the 


different parts of the State coming 


into competition, and to obviate this 


difficulty in the future we recommend 
that all deciduous fruit be d¥stributed 
by the manager of the State associa- 
tion at Sacramento. Under the present 
system of telegraph and telephone com- 
munication, all shipping points in the 
State can be.in constant communica- 
tion with Sacramento; and the shipping 
destinations can be quickly sent to any 
locality where shipments are made; in 
this way the glut in the eastern mar- 
kets can be obviated, because the of- 
fice in Sacramento will know where 
every car ‘has. gone, and consequently 
an over-supply will not be sent to any 
locality. - 

“*We propose to. have our own agents 
in the Bast to see that the fruit Is 
properly disposed of, and to furnish 
oars for the transportation of the 
same, charging for gefrigeration serv- 
ice only sufficiefit to cover the actual 
cost, which cost we guarantee shall be 
at least a reduction of from 60 to 70 
per cent. of preSent rates. 

“We believe a plan of this kind will 
solve the fruit problem and permit what 
profits there may be in fruit-growing 
to go into the pockets of the growers 
instead of into those of the commission 
men. 

“Let every fruit-growing locality in 
the State organize, take meck in the 
State a, ‘soon as 
the total amount.of. stock so subscribed 
shall amount f° the sum rof. $300,000, 
then the boa of directors will pro- 
ceed to inoorporate, elect officers, and 
be ready to transact business, but in 
no event shall the time for receiving 
said subscription sum of $300,000 be ex-

STRICKEN WITH PARALYSIS. 


Sudden Affliction of President Oz- 
mun of the Columbia Bank. 

President A. M. Ozmun of the Columbia 
Savings Bank was stricken with paraiysis 
Sunday evening and lies unconscious at his 
home, No. 3131 Figueroa street. The entire 
left side is paralyzed and serious results are 
anticipated, as Mr. Ozmun is 60 years of age.

PARIS, June 26.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 
The Cabinet ministry members pre- 
gpented themselves to the chamber this 
afternoon. The Chamber of Deputies 
"was thronged, and there was great ani- 
mation at the opening of the session, 
when it became known that two hostile 
groups, tkg Socialist-Radicals, and the 
Democratic left, had decided to vote: in 
favor of the government, and that M. 
Paul de Cassagnac had withdrawn his 
Mnterpellation. 


Identical statements were readinsthe 


eamnbes of Deputies by the Premier, 
by the Minister of Justice, M. Monis. 
They were as follows: 

“The Chamber of Deputies, in ex- 
pressing itself, resolved not to support 
@ny government but one determined to 
defend energetically republican institu- 
tions and assure public order, has 
clearly defined the task imposed upon 
the new Cabinet. The ministry has no 
other ambition than to accomplish it. 
In order to bring about the pacification 
of the country, and to maintain intact 
our common inheritance, it seemed to 
us that existing delusions should be ef- 
faced and that the work we are about 
to undertake required the codéperation 
of all Republicans. When the aim is 
definite, though varying according to 
the methods of different schools, accord 
becomes easier and controversies are 
lost in the presence of one duty to per- 
form. To end@ the agitations, pursued 
under disguises easy to penetrate, 
against the régime which has been 
sanctioned and will be upheld by the 
universal suffrage, and to require from 
all the services, loyal assistance and 
courageous assumption of responsibil- 
ity, is necessarily the duty of the gov- 
ernment. It is resolved to have all 
judicial dissentions respected and if the 
first wish of the country jis to listen to 
the voice of justice, it will maintain 
silence and respect while its decisions 
are prepared. 

“In the first rank of discussions we 
place the army, which is the pride of 
France. We intend to defend it with 
the same energy against the attacks 
and solicitations which constitute. the 

“most undeserved of insults. We desire, 
above all, that appeasement may be ac- 
complished and it will come quickly. if 
every one will give up being a law unto 
himself, and bow to the laws of the 
land. To accomplish the -work which 
has devolved upon us, we have need of 
the codperation of Parliament and its 
whole confidence. We ask the widest 
mandate. We take the fullest respon- 
sibility. We ask for a truce of the irri- 
tating discussions hurtful to the inter- 
ests of the country, and that you will, 
without delay vote a law neccssary ‘to 
the good working of the public services. 
If our. efforts are not sterile, disunion 
among Republicans will vanish and the 
republic will soon resume the path of 
economic and social progress.” 

The Senate, by a vote of 187 to 25, 
approved the declaration of the gov- 
ernment. 

MI. Waldeck-Rousseau accepted an 
Order of the Day, moved by M. Jules 
Perillier, Radical Socialist, reading as 
follows: 

“The chamber approving‘the declara- 

tion and acts of the government passes 
to the order of the day.” 
* The chamber adopted M. Perillier’s 
motion by a vote of 263 to 237. An in- 
describable scene of excitement was 
occasioned in the lobbies.

A BRAVE WOMAN. 


at the Front. 


[San Francisco Chronicle:] Mrs. 
Mary Stotsenbterg, the avidow of Col. 
James Miller Stotsenberg, who fell 
while leading a4 charge upon the rebels 
in the Philippines, has reached her 
home in New Albany, Ind. Mrs. Stot- 
senberg, army born and bred, proved 
by her recent experiences in the Phil- 
ippines the sert of mettle a soldier’s 
wife is made of. A few days ago she 
talked, though somewhat reluctantly, 
of the life she led in the eastern tropics 
while the colonel was making history 
for his country, inspired and cheered 
by the presence of a faithful wife. 

“We avomen of the army have a 
military training just as severe as our 
husbands and brothers and fathers. 
We love the sound of the reveille, and 
answer the call of tha bugle with just 
as patriotic a heartbeat as our dear 
ones who face the ‘bullets. : 

“So when the time came to execute 
the orders for Manila, I was ready to 
start with the colonel; not as an army 
officer’s wife, for that is contrary to 
regulations, but as an army nurse. 
Nurses are avelcomed there, for few of 
our women can brave the heat. And 
they are needed, too. It is well for the 
mothers and wives and sweethearts of 
those brave boys that they are far re- 
moved from the battlefield. | 

“I was born at an army post, and to 


fear, but all of glory, yet with all my 
life’s training, and powder and shot 
environment, I shall never forget the 
thrill that encompassed me on the day 
of the colonel’s first charge upon the 
Filipinos. Every day I drove out to the 
camp in a calache or wagonette. My 
understanding with the~ colonel was 
that’ in case of danger I was to seek 
refuge in the house of an Englishman, 
half-way between Manila and the 
American lines. Over this house the 
British flag floated, and the rebels re- 
spected it. 

“On February 4 our lines and the en- 
emy'’s were-very close together. An 
hour before I arrived at the camp that 
day, Col. Stotsenberg, by the command- 
ing general's orders, had sent word to 
the rebels to retreat several hundred 
yards. The Filipinos accordingly re- 
tired. Later in the day the colonel left 
to visit the outposts. I was chatting 
with a group of officers in his tent 
when suddenly we heard a shot from 
the direction of the front of the Amer- 
ican lines. In an instant we were on 
our feet. The sound went through me 
as if the shot itself had pierced me. 

“Another and another followed. We 
rushed from tithe tent. I was quiver- 
ing, but not with fear. It was the 
most exciting moment of my life. Vol- 
ley after volley followed, unt!l the air 
was white with smoke, and the noise 
of our own cannon mingled with the 
scream of the enemy’s shells as they 
broke in our midst. I understood then 
how war makes heroes of men. I felt 
first iust such a glorious thrill as moves 
the dying drummer to a last effort to 
cheer his comrades on, or lifts the 
wounded, bleeding arm of the color- 
bearer until the flag rises again to call 
back the handful of retreating men. 

“It was war—rea], actual war—with 
the thundering of guns, the moans of 
the wounded, the cheers of the living, 
and the: colonel—my colonel—in the 
thickest of it all. I was. only a woman 
and the senior officer’s wife. So they 
took me to the back of the colonel’s 
tent, where a ditch had been dug. and 
prevailed upon me to lie there till the 
worst of it was over. Mauser bullets 
flew over me thick and fast. often rip- 
ping up the earth at the sides of the 
ditch. Then on foot, in the company | 
of a surgeon, I made my way out of 
the battlefield, crouching close to the 
ground to avoid the Mauser bullets, 
which seemed to be coming from every 
direction. I would never have left the 
spot had I not given the colonel my 
promise that I would do so. When we 
reached the house of the Englishman 
he had fled in terror, hauling down the. 
flag before he went. We were there- 
compas to make Manila on foot, 
and were footsore and weary whe 
last we reached there,’’

MORE MEN FOR MANILA. 


REINFORCEMENTS NEEDED IN THE 
PHILIPPINES. 


Strength Developed by the Insur- 
gents Proves the Advisability of 
Increasing the Command of Maj— 
Gen. Otis--Miles not Anxious to 
Go to the Archipelago. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, June 26.—A special ta 
the Herald from Wishington says that 
Maj.-Geni Miles is a strenuous advo- 
cate of the dispatch offering reinforce- 
ments to Otis in the Philippines. He 
declined to discuss the military situa~- 
tion tn the Philippines, other than to 
say that it was serious. Nor would he 
give the number of troops he thought 
would be needed to conquer the Fili- 
inos. 

Gen. Miles, as far back as April, rec- 
ommended that the ten volunteer regi- 
ments, which the President is author- 
ized to raise under the army reorgani-. 
zation law, be organized and sent to 
Manila. At that time officers at army 
headquarters believed this force would 
be sufficient to crush the rebellion. In 
view of the strength developed by the 
insurgents, they are not now so San- 
guine that ten regiments are enough. 
There will be 15,700 men inthe ten regi- 
ments, the adisability of raising whic 
the department is now considering, but. 
well-informed officers say the force of 
50,000 men, which Gen. Otis will have 
when the reinforcements are placed at 
his disposal, will not be sufficient. Be- 
sides the island of Luzon, there are 
many other islands in the archipelago 
in which the government will have to 
restore peace and order, and in the 
more important ones there are organ- 
ized bodies prepared to resist occupa- 
tion by American troops. 

Gen. -Miller, who reeently arrived 
from the Philippines, where he gov- 
erned Iloilo, has been living at Wash- 
ington since his return. Gen. Miller's 
views as to the number of men required 
for the subjugation of the ‘islands is 
very different from that of Gen. Otis. 
He believes 65,000 men at least are re- 
quired; 30,000 for the control of Luzon, 
and the remainder for the restoration 
of peace and order in the other islands. 
Gen. Miller’s view voincides with Gen. 
Lawton’s and that of other officers sub- 
ordinate to Gen. Otis. In fact, in other 
than administration circles there is a 
disposition-to belieye Gen. Otis’s esti- 
mate of the number of men required, 
was made when he knew of the desire 
of the President not to raise volunteers 
if possible to avoid it. 

There is no truth in the story that 
Gen. Miles has applied to be sent to 
Manila. Gen. Miles would not wish to 
take any action to displace Gen. Otis, 
when that officer is doing all he can to 
quell the rebellion with the limited 
means at his command. Notwithstand- 
ine the report to the contrarm the 
President is satisfied with Gen. Otis’s 
course, and has no tntention of ‘recall- 
{ng him. It is equally untrue, it is as- 
serted-by Acting Secretary Meiklejohn. 
that Gen. Otis has cabled that he vill 
be compelled to retreat unless promptly 
reinforced.

but the Pennsylvania's stroke started at 
at 36, while Cornell was only 34. 

The Pennsylvania ‘stroke, while not as 
Pretty as Cornell’s~ had much more 
“go” in it, and before the boats had 
gone one length the. Quakers had 
showed their boat’s nose ahead of the 
Ithicans’ boat. The enthusiastic root- 
ers predicted that the Cornelians would 
let out their stroke, but were mistaken. 
Twice the Cornelians tried to reduce the 
lead, but each time the Quakers re- 
sponded, and ‘maintained the lead. of 
ten lengths which they had. 

It was here that a collision seemed 
almost imminent. Both crews had 
steered rather -badly at the start. 
angling in toward the shore, but had 
straightened out at the first quarter 
and gave promise of running a very 
straight course. Just as they got un- 
der the shadow of the great bridge and 
when Pennsylvania had succeeded in 
obtaining a lead of almost a length ,the 
ferryboat crossed the river, causing a 
heavy swell. The boat turned toward 
the swell, thus escaping the Cornell 
boat. Quick as a flash, Pennsylvania 
straightened out again, and when they 
cleared it was seen that Pennsylvania 
had a lead over Cornell of fully a 
length and a quarter, there being clear 
water between the boats. 

From this point of the battle to the 
finish, there was little material change, 
unless it may have been at hte mile- 
and-three-quarters mark, where Cor- 
nell hit the stroke up to 34, and started 
to close the gap. But the Quakers, who 
had been rowing from one and a half 
to two strokes a pinute faster than the 
Ithacans .all through the race, seeing 
that Cornell was spurting, whipped 
their stroke,up to 36, and crossed the 
line a winnet by one length and a half 
in 11 min 8% sec., according to the 
watches of several experts upon the 
press car. Mr. Fortmeyer, the official 
time keeper, on the referee's boat, made 
it 11 min 9 sec., but the official time, as 
given out by the college times, was 11 
min. 12 sec. Cornell finished according 
to some figures in 11 min. 143-5 sec. 

The freshmen’s race, which was 
started very promptly after the four- 
oared finish, was one of the closest 
and most exciting races seen on the 
river in years ,the Columbia crew giv- 
ing the Cornell crew 4 sharp and 
pretty fight for first place, making 
phenominal time, considering the slow- 
ness of their stroke. ' 

At the sound of the pistol the crews 
got away in a bunch, but at the set- 


+ tling-down of the stroke to the crew’s

‘exciting that the spectators arose on 


the press car and in the obesrvation 
train and cheered for each crew. ’Cor- 
nell was rowing a long, sweeping stroke 
of 34, while Pennsylvania was rowing 
atthe rate of 35. Columbia was row- 
ing a phenominally long stroke, 32, the 
wonder of all the experts on the train, 
for the boat went along almost as fast 
as the Cornell boat. 

Close together the three boats hung, 
but there was something about the way 
the Cornell boat seemed to glide over 
the water that made Columbia and 
Pennsylvania hearts down. As the 
crews reached the mile mark, with 
the Cornell boat about a half length 
out from the bunch, Columbia seemed 
to gain, and there were shouts of 
approval as the nose of the boat crept 
up. But the old Cornell form was 
there. Never did the stroke go above 
the 34 mark, and the speed came from 
increased power in the stroke. Coltum- 
bia was steady in its stroke, also, only 
hitting it up to 35, but the boat began 
to lose after the mile was passed, and 
soon Cornell had a lead of a clear 
length. 

Pennsylvania was, in the mean time, 
steering erratically at the mile mark, 
going out of the course badly. In this 
way she lost speed, and, although the 
crew pulled a stout stroke and did it 
cleanly, they dropped behind badly, the 
nose of their boat, as they came un- 
der the bridge, being just even with 
the stern of the Columbia boat. The 
race, after the mile-and-a-half point 
was. passed, was between Columbia 
and Cornell, with some chance for 
Columbia if they worked hard. 

Just after passing the point, the 
Pennsylvania boat seemed to lose 
power and dropped rapidly astern, as 
teh Columbia stroke hit up to 34, In an 
endeavor to close up the gap between 
Cornell’s boat. 

Columbia went away from the Penn.- 
sylvania, although the latter was row- 
ing a stroke of 36 to the former's 34. 
Amid the *oting of whistles and the 
cheers of the Cornell contingent, the 
boats crossed the finish line, Cornell 
leading with a length and.a quarter 
to space, and Pennsylvania following 
Columbia three boat lengths behind. 
The time of Cornell was 9m. 55s., not 
as good as that made by Yale in 1897 
of 9m. 19s. on the same course. 


THE SHAMROCK LAUNCHED, 


And She Meets With a Mishap the 
First Thing. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPOR 

LONDON, June 26.—[By Atlantc\Ca- 
ble.] Sir Thomas Lipton’s cup-ch 
lenger Shamrock was launched this 
afternoon at Millwall. 

As the Shamrock reached midstream 
from the slips a barge collided with 
her, striking the yacht above the 
water line and making a big dent in her 
bow. The full extent of damage done 
had not been ascertained as this dis- 
patch was sent. 

The occasion was observed as a gen- 
eral holiday. On a little spot among 
the forests of masts, hailing from 
every quarter of the globe, a large 
tent, gaily decorated with flags, was 
erected opposite the yacht, which stood 
on the slips, ready for the water, and 
fiying Stars and Stripes and Union 
Jacks. Crowds of people who’ had no 


| 


tachments of police appeared to pre- 
serve order. From the river little 
could be seen except the stern of the 
yacht, where in bright golden letters 
shown the name “Shamrock.” 

Previous to the launching, Sir 
Thomas Lipton gave a lunch at the 
Savoy Hotel to the guests invited to 
the ceremony. They included Admiral 
Lord Charles Beresford, the Marquts of 
Dufferin, the Earl and Countess ot 
Clartwilliam, Lady Russell of Kil- 
gowen, the Hon. Lydia Russell, the 
Hon, Schomberg, Ker McDonald, prin- 
cipal private secretary to the Marquis 
of .Salisbury; Sir George Faudel- 
Phillips, former Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don, and Lady Phillips; Herbert Giad- 
stone, Maj. Sharman-Crawford, the 
Hon. W. Walsh and H. McGilldowney, 
the last three representing the Royal 
Ulster “Yacht Club. 

After the usual loyal toasts, Admiral 
Beresford proposed the success of the 
Shamrock, and briefly sketched the 
Struggles of times gone by,.and Sir 
Thomas Lipton’'s gallant entry into the 
breach and his challenge for the cup. 
Then the admiral, in breezy style, 
raised his glass and said: “Now we 
come to the last scene but one. May 
the Shamrock win a fair, square race, 
and may she have additional ballast of 
the America’s cup when she returns.”’ 
The guests heartily raised their glasses 
in response, and the owner of the 
Shamrock modestly replied ‘with a few 
words of thanks. 

After lunch, the party drove to the 
yard in two coaches, Admiral Beres- 
ford driving the first. They were the 
object of much attention while pro- 
ceeding down the Thames Embank- 
ment and through the city and White- 
chapel. 


Immediately after their arrival

yacht under the guidance of Sir 
Thomas Lipton, W. Fife, Jr.. Mr. 


Thornycroft and Charles Russell. They 
were all delighted, Admiral Beresford, 
whose expert opinion is valuable, 
seeming especially pleased with his 
minute inspection of the challenger. 
Lady Russell then ascended a platform 
level with the bow, and christened 


of champagne, saying: ‘I christen 
thee Shamrock. God bless you; may 
you bring back the America’s cup.” 

. Three cheers were then given, and 
on a signal from Lady Russell, 
bOat and the cradle glided info the 
water.

VIEWS AND INTERVIEWS.

The 
wetted surface was cut away. to 
last inch. d : 

The mystery in regard to her dimen- 
sions were continued. No official fig- 
ures were obtainable, but a man who 
worked on her sags her length over 
all 125 feet, her’ water line being 
ye beam, 25 feet, and draft, 18 ft. 


_ Some little difficulty was experienced 
in entering.the Indian Dock, but ulti- 
mately the Shamrock: was safely 
berthed in the upper basin, where her 
spars are lying. 

Sir Thomas Lipton, who was in high 
spirits, was asked a question regarding 
the prospects of the yacht, and he said 
to a representative ofthe Associated 

ess: “‘We have engaged to win back 
the America’s cup. We have fairly ex- 
tended ourselves, and if we are beaten, 
all I can say is, honor to the yacht 
which is better than. the Shamrock.” 

William Fife, Jr., designer of the 
Shamrock, remarked: ‘“‘Brains, and all 
that careful thought and knowledge of 
naval architecture can put into 
yacht is there. Every man of us is 
satisfied that, with fair field, we shall 
give a tight race to any opponent. THe 
Shamrock goes round to South 
tomorrow or Wednesday for just thdse 
little arrangements that -a racing ex- 
. perience gives, and then for the jour- 
ney which, we hope; will herald the 
cup.” 

Admiral Beresford said to a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press: 

“I consider the hull of the Shamrock 
to be a remarkable triumph of con- 
struction. She is built on original 
lines. In thé water she is not so strik- 
ing as out of it. In my opinion her 
under-water construction is unique. 
Her apparent great beam is necessary 
to satisfy the tremendous sea of can- 
vas. 

“It is impossible to forecast the pros- 
pects. Take the case of the Meteor, 
which is an old craft, yet she is racing 
with great success. The Shamrock’s 
designer and builder have proceeded 
on the soundest lines for lightness and 
speed, and if she is not the swiftest 
afloat, I shall be surprised. But we 
must recollect that the Americans 
know a good craft, and we can depend 
that their invention will run us hard.”

Chamberlain said the government had tr:ed 
to establish friendly relations with President 
Kruge:, but all their advances had been re- 
ceived with contempt. He then proceeded to 
eulogize Sir Alfred Milner, Governor of Cape 
Colony, and British High Commissioner for 
South Africa. The government accepted full 
responsibility for the actions of that official. 
As for thte counter proposals of Mr. Kruger, 
they did not constitute even a fair install- 
ment of reform. After denouncing in the 
strongest terms the attitude and actions of 
the Boers, Chamberlain, with great delTbera- 
tion and emphasis, added: 

“The Transvaal’'s enormous sectet service 
fund has procured it friends and advcwates 
in every country. The way the British sub- 
ject there is treated is not only a menace 
to them all, but interferes with our prestige 
among the natives, who now regard tne 
Boers. and not the British; as the paramount 
power. 

““pesides, the breaches of the London cons 
vention, the Transvaal is flagrantly violating 
the equality that convention was intended to 
secure. Its misgovernment is a_ festering 
sore, poisoning the whole atmosphere of 
South Africa. The Dutch in Cape Colony 
and Natal would be in the happiest condition 
but so-long as the disease of hatred and sus- 
picion prevails in the Transvaal, it is impos- 
sible to stop the contagion. 

“Four times since independence was 
Granted we have been on the verge ot—war 
with the Transvaal. It is equetly erroncous 
to say the British governm wants war; but 
it is equally erroneous tQ@ say the govern- 
ment will draw back, now that it has put its 
hand to the plow. 

“We hope the efforts thaf are now being 
made will lead to an amicable arrangement, 
for Great Britain only desites justice, but 
there comes a time when patifnce can hardly 
be distinguished from weakness, and when 
moral pressure becomes a farce that cannot 
be continued without loss of self-respect. © I

Question of Bankruptcy Decided in 
Favor of Creditors. 


"he question of the bankruptcy of 


| the Sani Gabriel Sanitarium Company 


was decided by Judge Wellborn of the 
United States District Court in-a de- 
cision handed down yesterday. In- 
voluntary bankruptcy proceedings were 
brought against the company some 
weeks since by creditors, the compiny 
entering the defense that the bank- 
ruptcy law specifies that the conditions 
of the law apply solely to persons en- 
gaged in certain enumerated lines of 
industry, such as mercantile business, 
publishing, ete., under none of which 
industries does the conducting of a 
sanitarium come. Judge Wellborn, 
however, holds that, in the meaning of 
the law, conducting a sanitarium is 
merchandising, while issuing its own 
advertising matter is publishing, and 
that the company is amenable to the 


law providing for voluntary bank- 
ruptcy.

XIV.— TOLSTOI. 


REVIEW OF RUSSIAN LITERA- 
TURE. 
BY THOMAS MARC PARROTT, PH.D. 


(Princeton University.) 


Russian literature, like the Russian 
nation, entered late into the confedera- 
tion of culture built up in Western 
Europe. Even today it has not wholly 
sloughed off the marks of its barbaric 
origin. “Scratch a Russian and you 
will find a Tartar,” says the proverb, 
and even in the works of the noblest 
Russian author we find at times a 
primeval wildness; at times an abject- 
ness of renunciation which are alike 
impossible to the nations of the West. 
The late introduction of Christianity, 


the centuries of internal anarchy, the 
deluge of the Tartar: invasion, are 
Sufficient causes to account for the 
tardy/ development of Russia. It is 


not tifl the reign of Peter the Great 
(1689-1725) that she definitely enters 
the European arena, and with Peter 
Russian literature begins, for we may 
disregard entirely the mass of folk- 
lore, legends, epic ballads, pseudo- 
science and Greek theology, that ex- 
isted in manuscript before his - time. 
These are not without interest as the 
product of a barbarous and_e semi- 
Asiatic people, but from the time of 
Peter the Great, Russia in literature, 
as in history, belongs to the western 
world. 

We may divide Russian literature,

His drama, “Boris Goduinow” (1831,) a 
historical play modeled after Shakés- 
peare, raised him to the highest reg 
of Russian poets. Perhaps his most 
famous work is ‘‘Eugen Oregin,’’ an 
autobiographical satire, composed at 
intervals during a period of seven or 
eight years. It is a scathing. attack 
upon Russian society as Pushkin knew 
it, diversified by humorous, romantic 
‘and sentimental episodes, after the 
fashion of its prototype, “Don Juan.” 
Pushkin met his fate in a duel, a 
victim to the conventions of a society 
he despised, but was not able to rise 
above. 

The third period begins with Nikola! 
Gogol (1809-52.) He was by birth a 
Cossack, and.after a troubled and 
poverty-stricken youth, spent partly 
on the steppes and partly in the al- 
leys of St. Petersburg, he attracted 
the attention of Pushkin. On the lat- 
ter’s advice he began a series of 
sketches of Cossack life, “Evenings at 
‘a Farm.” He followed these with a 
number of stories of life in the capi- 
tal—the narrow, crushing, hopeless 
Struggle for existence of the petty of- 
ficial, the unknown artist, and the so- 
cial outcast. Along with much that 
is fantastic and exaggerated there ap- 
pears in these tales for the first time 


in Russian literature a sense of the 
realities of life. Gogol is the Russian 
Dickens, in his lively humor, his 


tendency to carcature and his sym- 
pathy with the poorer classes. His 
prose epic, “Taras Bulha,”’ is the story 


of the Cossack wars with Poland. His 
comedy, “The Inspector.” ‘is a _ fierce 
satire on the corrupt and inefficient 
bureaucracy of Russia. In his mas- 
terpiece, the realistic novel “Dead 
Souls’’ (1842,) he combined all the 


qualities that had marked his earlier 
work—fancy, humor, satire, and sym-

second, covering about a score of 
years—a period of romanticism, taking 
its tone from England and Germany, 
but’ dealing for the most part with 
Russian themes. The third, and by 
far the most important—a period of 
realism, beginning with Gogol’s Cos- 
sack stories (1831) and still continuing 
in Tolstoi's late’’—tales of Russian 
peasant life. 

The first period ‘need not detain us. 
It was a period of awakening, a 
Russian renaissance. The great Czar 
and his followers set themselves reso- 
lutely to the transformation of the 
Russian people. The literature of the 
period was the servant of the rulers 
of the state, and devoted itself to the 
realization of their ideals, social and 
political.’ It was a literature of educa- 
tion, crowded with ‘translations and 
adaptations from foreign tongues, ridi- 
culing the benighted conservatives who 
still clung to the good old ways of 
barbarism. Put it was a literature 
without originality or national self- 
consciousness. The ideas(of the French 
philosophers dominated the intellectual 
life of Russia, and the classic forms 
in their new ench press were the 
sole patterns*oM literary art. 

The second period opens in the 
réign of Alexander I. The literary cir- 
gles of Rugsia had caught the passion 
for romance, kindled in the eighteenth 
century by the German poets, and 
fanned into flame by the wars of the 
Napoleonic era. Its beginning is 
marked by a flood of translations from 
Buerger, Schiller, Moore and Byron. 
Along’ with this passion for romance 
came the newly awakened spirit of 
nationality—due in great part to the 
role Russia had played in the over- 
throw of Napoleon. And in the first 
original poet of the period, the first 
Russian poet ta beeome known beyond 
the borders of his fatherland,’ the 
famous and unhappy Pushkin, both 
these notes are blended into a har- 
mony of surprising sweetness. 

Alexander Pushkin (1799-1837, “the 
Byron of Russia,’’ was the descendant 
by the mother's side of Hannibal, the 
negro slave whom Peter the Great 
made a Russian nobleman. As a 
child he was nourished on the old Rus- 


imita- 


sian legends and folk songs, at. the 
same time devouring greedily the 
French library of his father. This is 


typical enough of his after life, dis- 
tracted between his genuine Russian 
love for simple, unspoiled characters 
and for the wild and.gloomy aspects 
of nature, and his insatiable craving 
for the dissipations of a licentious and 
Gallicised society, such as Tolstoi has 
described in “War and-Peace.” Asa 
youth he became notorious for his ex- 
cesses, 
by Alexander lI. In company with 
several friends he journeyed to the 
Caucasus, and the deep impression 
made upon him by the wonderful 
mountain scenery mingled with and 
confirmed the influence of Byron. 
whose works he now read for the first 


time. His poems of the next few 
years (1821-24,) “The Prisoner of. the 
Caucasus.” “The Robber Band,” 


Gypsies,” and others, show! mosMplainly 
the influence of Byron in their roman- 
tic and gloomy sheroes and their de- 
fiance of the conventionalities of so- 
clety. Pushkin was received into im- 
perial favor in 1825 by the new. Czar, 
Nicholas I, and at once .became the 
lion of the literary world of Moscow. | 


and was banished from court. 


Success of the book was instantaneous, 
and its eftea upon succéeding writers 
incalculable. Gogol is the father of 
the Russian noyel as-.it exists today. 
He said to himself: “I have studied 
human life as it really is—not in 
the dreams of the imagination.’ Gogol’s 
realism, it ‘must be admitted, is of a 
somewhat crude type, uninspired by 
any controlling ‘ideal. Such an _ ideal 
we find in the work of his successor: 
Dostoyevsky. Not that the -latter is 
untrue to life; on the contrary, his 
grasp on reality is firmer than Goga]'s 
own. 

Feodor Dostoyevsky (1821-1881,) was 
born in a charity hospital in Moscow. 
From his earliest years he was’ “a 
frail bundle of irritable nerves,” sub- 


ject to epileptic attacks and horrible 
hallucinations. His first novel, ‘Poor 
People,” (1846,) attracted the atten- 


tion of the foremost critic of Russia, 
who saw in him the successor of 
Gogol. In fact, this first work shows 
Gogol's influence more plainly than any 
Other. But a pew note is struck in 
its passionate Sympathy for human 
suffering, a sympathy that extends not 
only to physical ill-being, but to the 
deeper sorrows of shame, disgrace and 
grinding poverty, whose bitterness had 
sunk deep into the author's soul. In 
1849 Dostoyevsky and a number of his 
friends were arrested on the charge 
of high treason. After eight months 
of almost unbroken solitary confine- 
ment he with twenty others was con- 
demned to death, a sentence which 


to Siberia. His crime had been his 
connection with a free-thinking and 
careless-spoken students’ club, where 
the forbidden topics of government, 
society and religion were debated by 
a group of youthful theorists. In 
Siberia Dostoyevsky spent five years 
in prison and four as a private in the 
army. In the tenth he returned to 
Russia a changed man. He never 
complained of the injustice of his sen- 
tence. On the contrary, he thanked 
the Czar, who had saved him, so he 
said, fromi a course that would have 
ended in madness. In his prison he 
had pored over the pages of the New 
Testament, the one book allowed him, 
and had become a sincere convert to 
the religion of sorrow, suffering, and 
resignation. He had discarded all his 
theories of revolt and ideal reforms, 
and now preached the passive endur- 


race. 

His first work. -after his return, 
“Memoirs of a Dead House,” or 
“Buried Alive.”’ is. an .autobiographic 
novel, recounting under a thin veil 
of fiction his experience in Siberla. 
In the misery of-his exile he had come 
to recognize the brotherhood of man, 
even among the lowest criminals, and 
as a result he became, as has been 
well said, the poet of the proletariat, 


the advocate of the dumb and helpless 
pariah. In 1866 he published his great 
wor, “Crime and Punishment,"’ “the 


profoundest psychological study. since 
Macbeth.”’ Faulty as the book often 
is—Dostoyevsky Was a reporter rather 
than an artist, and never revised or 
corrected his work—its superb grasp 
of character, its profound insight into 
the hidden place of the heart, and, 
above all, its boundless passion of 
sympathy, make it one of the greatest 
novels of all times and races. 
keynote is struck where the hero falls 
before the outcast Sonya and kisses

The ef- 
fect of. the novel was simply over- 
whelming,' “All Russia was made Ill 
by it,” and, indeed, it.is not a book 
to recommend to readers with weak 
nerves, 


Dostoyevsky’s Jater works show 


falling off from the heights attained 
in “Crime and Punishment.” He be- 
came a Pan-Slavist of the most pro- 
nounced type, attacked with increas- 
ing bitterness all the ideals of west- 
ern civilization, and denounced the 
political conceptions of the nihilists, 
against whom his ‘Possessed of 
Devils’ (1873) was directed. At the 
time of his death he was, however, 
the most popular author in Russia, 


exerting an influence almost incredible 
to the western mind. It is said that 
40,000 people followed him to his grave.

RATE-CUTTING. 


To Be Stopped Sure—N.E.A. Specials. 
San Joaquin Valley Officers. 

J. J. Byrne, general passenger agent 
of the Santa Fé: G. W. Luce, general 
agent of the Southern Pacific; F. W. 
Thompson, Pacific CAéast agent of the 
Chicago, Rock Islatfd and Pacific; J. C. 
Cline, Coast agent of the Wabash, and, 
in fact, nearly every man in the olty 
who is directly interested in passenger 
business east-bound, is in San Fran- 
cisco, or on his way there. 

It is a difficult thing to prevent rate- 
cutting from a territory like this There 
are two terminal roads here, and from 
Omaha, St. Louis, Denver, Kansas City, 
Chicago, Minneapolis, Galveston, New 
Orleans and all the larger centers at the 
east roads radiate like spokes from a 
wheel. 

Many of these competing lines main- 
tain agents in Los Angeles, because of 
the unusually large amount of traffic 
between here and the East. The com- 
petition is very sharp, and it is no easy 
job for an agent to make a good show- 
ing month by month. 

There is the Passenger Association 
which fixes rates, and while a local 
agent is supposed to rustle for business 
and get it, he is also supposed to main- 
tain schedule rates in all cases. 

But when a man finds business .dull 
and his report likely to be unsatisfac- 
tory to the people at headquarters, the 
temptation to sell a ticket by cutting a 
rate, making a rebate or concession of 
some kind, is very great. 

From all accounts the temptation has 
been proving too strong for some of the 
agents, and this is said to be the rea- 
son why there is so gerferal an exodus 
to the Bay City. The two big roads 
whose terminals are here have taken 
the matter in hand, it is reported, and @ 
meeting is to be held this week in San 
Francisco, where all the roads will be 
represented by their big Coast men. 
The subject will be handled without 
circumlocution, and the agents made to 
comprehend the broad proposition that 
they are not to secure business by un- 
derhand methods Hereafter. the luck- 
less agent who is caught in the act of 
violating the rule will be reported to 
his headquarters with a peremptory 
demand that he be withdrawn from this 
territory. Should his road undertake to 
condone the offense and back up the 
man in his evil course, there is a last 
resort which will be sought. His local 
transportation pass will be lifted, and 
his usefulness in this territory, if not 
destroyed, will be very much curtailed.

The Santa Fé has sent out a cir@illar 
letter announcing that on July 1 that 
road will take formal charge of the San 
Joaquin Valley road and incorporate it 
in its'system.

FIRST .SPECIAL TRAIN LOADED 
WITH N.E.A. TEACHERS. 


Five or Six Conches of Colorado 
Delegates Left Denver Yester- 
day, and Will Be the First Body 
to Reach Los Angeles. 


‘Tomorrow morning at 8:30 o'clock 
there should arrive at the Santa Fé 
depot the first special train loaded with 
teachers.

FIRST BOND ORDINANCE. 


‘PRELIMINARY STEP TOWARD A 
CITY WATER SYSTEM. 


-----— ---- 


Several Bond Propositions Consid- 
ered by the Council—School Is- 
sue to Re Sezgregated—New Fen- 
der Ordinance Adopted—Engine- 
House Contract Approved. 


When the members of the.City Coun- 
cil arrived at the City Hall yesterday 
;morning they were confronted by a 
‘force of lobbyists the like of which had 
»mot been encountered there for many 
weeks. They had corgregated in the 
halis, invaded the committee room, 
flocked into the Council chamber and 
were occupying the extra chairs in tthe 
various department offices on the sec- 
‘ond floor. Th® prospect of a settlement 
of the street-lighting question had at- 
tracted some of these lobbyists, but 
this class of them was far in the 
minority. By far the greater number 
had appeared to do what they could 
either to aid or defeat the proposed 
awarding of the contract for the con- 
struction of new engine-houses. Every 
Councilman had to run the gauntlet, 
and more than one of them was cor- 
nered and begged to vote this or that 
Way. For nearly an hour the “work” 
of the lobbyists continued and the re- 
Sult was that the morning session of 
the Council did not begin until nearly 
10:30 o’clock. It had been supposed 
that the question of the award of the 
engine-house contract had been settled 
at the special meeting held last Thurs- 
day, but the brick men had by no means 
given up the fight, and subsequent 
events showed they had a card up 
their sleeves with which they hoped 
to finally capture the contract.

ENGINE-HOUSE CONTEST. 
ccompanying the weekly report of 
the City Attorney was the contract and 
bond of Henry Aufdenkamp for the 
construction of twelve new engine- 
houses. The contract had been signed 
by Aufdenkamp and had been approved 
as to form by the City Attorney, but 
the bond; on which a bond company is 
surety, had not been approved by the 
nance Committee. When the con- 
tract was presented there was a dispo- 
tion on part of some of the Council- 
men to refer it to that committee, but 
Mr. Toll stated that there was no 
Soubt about the action of that com- 
mittee, and he, after consulting the 
other members of the committee, re- 
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ported verbally, recommending that the 
bond be approved. The report of the 
committee was adopted. Mr. Vetter 
then moved that the contract be ap- 
proved, and while that motfon was 
pending Judge McKinley appeared in 
the interests of W. E: Thornton, the 
brick men an@ generally all those op- 
posed to the—approval of the contract 
by which Aufdenkamp could proceed 
with the work. He presented what the 
opposition had been led to believe was 
their trump card. It consisted of the 
reading to the Council of a section of 
an act of March, 1895, which provides 
that when a city is about to let such a 
contract it must advertise for bids, and 
upon receiving them the City Clerk 
must prepare a transcript of them, in 
which all of the points of bidding shall 
be clearly stated. The law then pro- 
vides that this transcript shall be pub- 


lished for five days, and that after 
such publication the Council is em- 
powered to let the contract. Judge 


McKinley stated that this course had 
not been pursued in the engine-house 
bidding. and that, therefore, as the law 
had not been complied with, if the con- 
tract were awarded under the circum- 
stances it Avould not be legal. 

He spoke at length upon the justice of 


‘the matter, saying-it was unfair t6 the 


citizens to let a contract, when, by re- 
advertising, buildings of brick could 
be secured at a lower price than what 
the city proposed to pay for frame ones. 
Attorney Finlayson’ also addressed the 
Council on behalf of Thornton, declar- 
ing that he had not been justly dealt 
with. 

Attorney John T. Jones, representing 
Aufdenkamp, replied to the statements 
of the other attorneys, saying the city 


an opportunity, if Judge McKinley's 


contention was‘correct, to secure its en- 
gine-houses for nothing. He said Auf- 
denkamp was willing and anxious to 
proceed, and if after the contract was 
completed it was discovered that it was 
an illegal contract, the city«would not 
have to pay a cent on it. He declared 
that Aufdenkamp was ready to take all 
chances, al] he desired being that the 
work be started as soon as possible. 
For that reason Mr. Jones appealed.to 
the Council to award the contract. and 
stop all the child's play that he thought 
the other side had been guilty of. The 
City Attorney was asked for an-opin- 
ion as to the law point raised by Judge 
McKinley, and stated that he would like 
to look into the matter, and to give him 
that opportunity the consideration of 
the contract was postponed until the 
afternoon session. 
CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT. 

The City Engineer presented the fol- 
lowing ordinances for street work, 
all of which were adopted under 
pension of the rules:

CITY CLERK’S REPORT. 
Accompanying the City Clerk’s re- 
port were a number of street  ordi- 
nances. They were for improvements 
for which the preliminary ordinances 
had been adopted, and against which 
there had either been no protests or 
such protests a® were presented had 
been denied. These ordinances were 
therefore the final ones ordering the 
work of the improvements. All were 
adopted under suspensiqns of the rules, 
and provide for the following: , 
provementyof Twenty-ninth ‘street, be- 
tween mtral and Naomi,ayenues;

The reports-of the Sewer Committee

REPORT ON CHINATOWN. 
Acting Health Officer Day _ sub- 


mitted the following report of the re- 
sult of his recent complete inspection 
of Chinatown: 

‘Beginning on Apablasa street, about 
No. 300, there is a row of houses, 
mostly brick, which have in their rear 
privy vaults and sinks not connected 
with the sewer. In many of these 
places the floors, some board, some 
brick and some earth, are very damp, 
the ventilation is very poor and th 
places are very dark. Some of the 
buildings are being séwered at present. 
Just behind some of these buildings are 
corrals, on one side of which are sta- 
bles, and the lot is used for sorting 
and cleaning vegetables. Piles of vege- 
tables may be seen on the ground, 
which is covered with dust and 
manure. There are also seyeral wells, 
the water from which is used for 
drinking purposes, which have been 
condemned, and I am informed by Mr. 
Sepulveda, have been filled up since my 
last visit. 

“On Apablasa and.-Marchessault 
streets the Chinamen’' are in the habit 
of piling’ their vegetables in the shal- 
low guttefs at the s of the street 
or on the extreme: edge of the side- 
walk. Considering that the streets are 
crowded with teams most of the time, 
which mekes dust and accumulates 
manure to such an extent that to think 
of eating those vegetables is repulsive 
to any palate except those of the 
vendors, a place should be provided for 
a market, or racks put up in front of 
the stores, or some other arrangement 
made by which the vegetables could 
be handled in a more cleanly manner. 

“East of No. 334 on Marchessaulf 
street the buildings are not sewered, 
and the same state of affairs exists 
on Juan street. On the east side of 


Im- | 


Juan street there is a large corral, | 


where horses and vegetables are 
washed and the water allowed to run 
over the lot. The streets are in bad 
condition and should be graded so that 
during the rainy season the water will 
not stand, as has beeh the condition 
heretofore. 

“Mr. Sepulveda and Mr. Shafer, th 
owners of about nine-tenths of China- 
town, have expressed themselves as de- 
sirous of doing anything within rea- 
son to put Chinatown in a sanitary 
condition. Mr. Sepulveda has been 
putting in a sewer for the past two 
@eeks and is still continuing the work.’ 

The report was referred to the Board 
of Public Works and Sewer Commit- 
tee. 

FENDERS AND OTHER MATTERS. 

On motion of Mr. Blanchard the 
Mayor was requested to return to the 
Council without his approval the fender 
ordinance, which he had stated he had 
intended to approve. Mr. Blanchard, 
explained that there was a necessity 
for making certain changes in the 
ordinance before it finally became a 
law. 

In order that the Council can wind 
up the business of this fiscal year, Mr. 
Toll moved that when it adjourned it 
be to meet again Friday afternoon at 
3 o'clock. The motion was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Baker, the Mayor 
was authoried to sign on behalf of 
the city a petition for the improve- 
ment of Lake Shore avenue. The city 
owns a large property frontage on this 
thoroughfares, one of the parks fronting 
om that avenue. The city’s signature 
to the petition is necessary to secure’ 
the improvement. 

G. A. Brown, to whom was awarded 
the contract for the improvement of 
a porti of Albany street. notified the 
Council of his desire to throw up the 
contract. He stated as his reason 
that, owing to the recent decision of the 
courts in street-improvement matters 
and to the difficulty of selling street- 
improvement bonds, he has decided not 
to take the chances of losing all he 
would have to spend to perform the 
work and improve the street. The 
matter was referred to the Board. of 
Public Works. 

Fire Commissioner Herron was 
granted a leave of absence of two 
weeks beginning tomorrow. 

In order that when the Council or- 
ders a codification of the ordinances 
of the city it will be possible to secure 
copies of all ordinances, Mr. Toll moved 
that the City Clerk be directed to keep 
a separate file of ordinances in such 
a manner as to make the separation 
of them easy. It was explained that 
the Clerk is doing this, but the Counctl 
was reminded that a previous City 
Clerk took with him’ when he left the 
office a complete file of the ordinances, 
declaring that he had kept them only 
for his own benefit. The motion. was 
adopted. 

WATBDR BOND ORDINANCE. 


The Water Supply Committee re- 
‘ported, presenting a modified form of 
the ordinance of intention for the call- 
ing of a water bond election. The orig- 
inal ordinance for this purpose had been 
|referred to that committee at the last 
meeting of the Council. The commit- 
‘tee reported on several other matters, 
/which reports were approved. With 
‘reference to the ordinance of intention 
for the water bond election the report 
was as follows: 

“The ordinance declares intention 

n 


of the City Council to, first, acquire the 

possession of the improvements made to 

the municipal water system, during tne 
term of the lease and to nay the award 

‘of the arbitrators or the value thereof; 

‘second, to construct a system of head- 

works; third, to construct a conduit; 
connecting headworks with reservoir; 

fourth, ‘construct a storage and retain- 

ing reservoir; and, fifth, construct a 

main pipe line of sufficient length and 

‘size to convey an adequate supply of 
_ water from the reservoir to a proper 
connection or connections with the pres- 
‘ent distributing system. 

“The construction of the above men- 
tioned features in addition tothe acqui- 
sition of the possession of the improve- 
ments made to the municipal plant are 
deemed necessary, by your committee in 
order to form, when finished, a com- 
plete system for water supply within 
the area now supplied. These adjuncts 
are essential to the operation by the 
municipality of its present plant when 
possession is secured by the payment of 
the award and they are equally requi- 
site should it ultimately be decided to 
construct a new system entire. Only 
such features of a supplemental nature 
have been thus included as were abso- 
lutely necessary for the service to the 
public of an adequate supply of fresh, 
pure water. 

In order that the action of your hon- 
orable body upon the ordinance may 
be taken in the presence of full intel- 
ligence as to the ultimate cost of all 
of the above described items, tncluding 
the amount of the award, your commit- 
tee has procured from the City Engineer 
information, in advance of his final de- 
tailed estimate which will form the 
basis of the final ordinance herein, to 
the effect that the total cost will not 
exceed $2,100,000. And in order that the 
action of your honorable body in adopt- 
ing this ordinance may be within de- 
termined limitations as to the total 
amount of the proposed bond issue as 
well as to the items for which said out- 
lay is intended, your committee has in- 
serted the limitation of $2,100,000, as the 
total cost of all of said improvements, 
including the award.”’ 

The ordinance was read, and without 
discussion was adopted unanimously 
under a suspension of the rules. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


The Finance Commitee recommended 
that the request of the Erckenbrecher 
Soap Company for permission to peddle 
samples without reference to the license 
law be denied. The recommendation 
was adopted.

AFTERNOON SESSION: 


The Enginec-housé Contract Finally 
Awardced—New Fender Ordinance, 


* At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion the clerk reported that pursuant 
to request the Mayor had returned 
without approval the so-called fender 
ordinance. Councilman Blanchard 
moved that the vote by which ‘ that 
ordinance had been adopted be recon- 
sidered and the motion prevailed. He 
then submitted a new ordinance on 
the same subject, in which, instead 
of providing for a .,recognized kind of 
fender, it is provided that such a fen- 
der as is technically described in the 
ordinance shall be placed on all street 
cars operated in this city. The tech- 
nical description agrees with the de- 
mands made by the Mayor upon the 
two companies and the description of 
the kind of fender to be used agreeg 
with what the Mayor decided was the 
proper device to be used in this city. 


The new ordinance was adopted ag 
read. It is decide weak in the mat- 
ter of penalty fér violation. While 


it provides that a penalty shall fol- 
low a violation, it fails to stipulate 
who shall pay such penalty, whether 
the motorman operating the car with- 
out a fender shall be fined, or whether 
the company shall be prosecuted. This 
failure in the ordinance was pointed 
out to some of the Councilmen, but 
they voted for it just the same. 
APPROVED THE CONTRACT. 
The City Attorney reported as fol- 
lows oon the engine-house contract 
matter: 
“With reference to your request for 
an opinion as to whether or not it was 
necessary or is mecessary in the  in- 
stance of bids or proposals, to build 
the so-called engine-houses in said city 
of Los Angeles, to publish an abstract 
thereof for a period of five days before 
making the award of said contract, as 
provided for in the act of March 27, 
1895, I would state that said act of 
March 27, 1895, is made applicable only 
to cities having a population of over 
one hundred thousand inhabitants. 
“In the case of in re Mitchell, re- 
ported in 120 Cal. at page 348, the Su- 
preme Court held that the census of 
1897 has no force or power to affect any 
act passed prior thereto. The court 
says in that case: ‘It is true that the 
census shall be the official State census 
of said city, but that declaration has 
little, if any, significance, because 
there is no such thing—at least 
our attention has not been called to 
such a thing—as a State census, 
and it is difficult to understand how 
a city census can be part of a State 
census which never had an existence. 
“Under such conditions there is now 
nothing official to determine what the 
present population of the city of Los 
Angeles is, other than the Federal cen- 
sus of 1890, nor will there be prior to 
the taking of the Federal census of 1900. 
Therefore I am of the opinion that the 
act of March 27, 1895, providing for the 
erection of municipal buildings, re- 
ported at page 242 of the statutes of 
1895, being confined to cities of over 
100,000 inhabitants, has no force within 
the city of Los Angeles. 
no charter provision requiring the pub- 
lication of an abstract of the bids of- 


city of Los Angeles containing such a 
requirement, I am further of-the opin- 
ion that it was not necessary to make 
such a publication and the award here- 
tofore made, as far as this matter is 
concerned, was a valid one, and. your 
honorable. body is now in a position to 
pass upon the contract prepared.”’ 
Judge McKinley stated with refer- 
ence to the City Attorney’s opinion, that 
he had not taken up the point of the 


was not satisfied that his contention 
made at the morning session was not a 
good one. He’stated that inasmuch as 
there was a doubt as to the matter it 
was the duty of the Council to~defer 
action until the matter was finally set- 
tled.

The Terminal Opposes Octopus’s En- 
terprise—Corporation Attorneys 
Do Some Seathing Scrapping Be- 
fore the Board of Supervisors. 


Several threatening growls and some 
spirited spittings at repartee made 
things lively and interesting at the 
sessions of the Board of Supervisors 
yesterday. Two corporations were 
pitted against each other, and the con- 
test was all about that ferry franchise 
in San Pedro Bay. The Southern Pa- 
cific is very eager to ply a ferry in 
the harbor and the Los Angeles Ter- 


minal Railway is bitterly opposed _ to 
any such proceeding. 
At the meeting of the board last 


week, John A Muir filed an applica- 
tion for a special privilege to main- 
tain a ferry acrogs the inner bay from 
San Pedro to Terminal Island. Along 
with the ‘application came «vigorous 
protests from the Terminal Railway 
people, from the Terminal Land Com- 
“pany, and from Ferd K. Rule, a8 a 
member of the Catalina Yacht Club. 
The hearing in the matter was at that 
time continued until yesterday morn- 
ing, on account of the illness of T. 
E. Gibbon, attorney for the Terminal. 
Mr. Gibbon was on hand yesterday, 
and, although still looking ill, was 
full of fight and persistent in main- 
taining that the board would be doing 
very wrong to allow the ferry to be 
established. 

At this point the matter of adjourn- 
ing for the day, out of respect to the 
death of Hon. W. H. Clark was con- 
Sidered, but after a brief discussion, 
it was voted to proceed to business, 
with the understanding that the board 
adjourn on the date of the funeral 
and attend the services in a body. 

After Mr. Gibson, who represented 
the interests of the Southern Pacific, 
had made the formal statement that 
the application for a ferry privilege 
was before the Supervisors, Mr. Gib- 
bons asked that the protest be read 
to the board, and this was done by 
Attorney Thomas. 

“Now, does the Southern’ Pacific 
claim to own both landings of the 
proposed ferry?’ asked Mr. Gibbon. 

“We have so stated in our applica- 
tion, and it was made under oath,” re- 
plied Mr. Gibson. But Chairman 
Davis averred that no testimony had 
been offered in support of such owner- 
ship. 

At this point ex-City Attorney Dunn 
wanted to know if Mr. Gibbon would 
admit the ownership by the Southern 
Pacific of the San Pedro end, to which 
Mr. Gibbon assented that he would. 

“Then as to the other end,” said Mr. 
Dunn, “I presume that you admit 
that the title to the Catalina Yacht 
Club property lies in B. W. Foster? I 
represent Mr. Foster and he gives his 
consent to the use of the land by the 
Southern Pacific.”’ 

With this assertion a long discussion 
arose between Messrs. Dunn and Gib- 
bon as to whether the latter was ‘en- 
titled to appear for Mr. Foster, and 
whether Mr. Foster could be bound by 
any action which Mr. Dunn might 
authorize. The question was finally 
left unsettled. 

H. J. Stocker, a civil engineer, was 
then sworn to testify as to the exact 
point of the proposed ferry on the 
San Pedro side. Mr. Stocker said that 
that terminus lay in the Southern Pa- 
cific right-of-way, on a high embank- 
“ment or trestle-work, and that at cer- 
tain conditions of the tide there was 
water on either side for hundreds of 
yards. Such a landing, he said, would 
be 2000 feet from any public highway, 
and, on account of the marshes, a great 
distance from solid ground. The only 
approaah possible to the landing 
would be by the Southéffi Pacific Rail- 
road. 

After Mr. Stocker had finished testi- 
fying, Mr. Gibbon touched briefly on 


allow special privileges. He sai 
before the matter were subm 
final settlement, he thought 
prove to the board that it wou 
no jurisdiction to grant the petition o 
the Southern Pacific. 

Mr. Gibbon then came to the claim 
in Mr. Muir’s application that the 
fefry would be of great benefit to the 
public. “They have asked for this 
franchise,” said Mr. Gibbon hotly, ‘‘on 
the ground that it is necessary for 
public convenience. Well, the public 
does not’ mean merely the passeng 
on the Southern Pacific. It means 
everybody, whether ,they travel on 
foot or in wheelbarrows.” 

“It wasn’t Mr. Muir’s intention to 
-use the ferry for vehicles, was it?” 
asked Chairman Davis. 

“Then the ferry should not be granted 
on the ground of public conveniendé, 
and the latter is the ground that sup- 
ports your jurisdiction,’’ said Mr. Gib- 
‘bon. “The ferry will have no opportu- 
nity to carry vehicles unless an im- 
mense lot of money is spent in building 
approaches.” 

“I suppose,” said Deputy District 
Attorney Wilbur, “that Mr. Gibbon 
will concede that ordinary vehicles will 
be able to cross’ the ferry.” 

Here Mr. Gibson broke in. “‘Mr. Gib- 
bon knows well enough what we pro- 
pose. In fact, he knows more than we 
do about what is to be done. He seems 
to know all about it.” 

“Well, I know a good deal about it,” 
said Mr. Gibbon, significantly. 

Then Mr: Gibson let a hot shell fly 
and said that as far as cost of con- 
struction and maintenance was con- 
,cerned, he supposed that®cut no figure 
in the controversy. ; 

Mr. Gibbon retorted with a scathing 
remark about the significance of cost 
to the Southern Pacific. 

“We are usually able to pay for what 
we get, at least,” replied Mr. Gibson. 

“Yes, you generally manage to pay. 
You paid over. considerable to keep the 
harbor away from San Pedro,” quickly 
responded Mr. Gibbon. | 

“This is getting. pretty harrowing. 
gentlemen,” said’ Mr. Dunn, wreathed 
in a broad smile. 

Mr. Wilbur then took. occasion to 
point out that as yet no evidénce had 
been produced that would even tend to 
show the proposed ferry a public con- 


venience. The ‘Terminal people then 
took a last shot-béfore resting frente 
Mr. Stocker retired from thé stand 


after stating that, at high. tide, .the 
proposed landing was in the middle of 
a shéet of water that stretched away 
for a radius of about 2300 feet: and Mr.

Mr. McClure was then put on the 
stand for cross-examination. He stated 
that his estimates in the morning had 
been too high, andedet lowered it for 
the two landings to $2015, the figures 
given by the Southern Pacific’s engi- 
neer in San Francisco. The cost of 
on approach he cited as $11,500. This 
he stated would have to be built across 
to Smith's Island where the Kerckhoff- 
Cuzner lumber yards are located, that 
the islet was private property, and 
that the nearest public highway was 
some distance away. Upon further 
cross-examination, Mr. McClure was 
unable to state why in his direct ex- 
amination he had thought two boats 
would be sufficient to carry the_pas- 
Senger traffic, and after all sorts of 
queries that he answered very unsat- 
isfactorily, Mr. Gibbon asked him: 

“Wasn't it because you know that 
there are two Southern Pacific trains 
to be met daily?’ 

Here were more evidences that an- 
other wordy bout was fast coming, 
but Mr. Gibbon fired the question in 
another form: “Or was it because two 
boats would accommodate all the pub- 
lic or just that portion that would 
travel over the Southern Pacific?” 

After another brush at words  be- 
tween the attorneys, it was Mr. Gibson 
who answered that two boats would 
carry all the traffic, not part of it. 

Mr. Gibson then suggested that 10 
cents per fare each way be fixed as 
a maximum charge per passenger, al- 
though he thought that, should the 
ferry franchise be granted, the fare 
would probably be 5 cents. 

George J. Denis was the next wit- 
ness. Mr. Denis stated that he was 
a.property-owner at Terminal Island 
and thoroughly familiar with the pro- 
posted ferry and its route. In his opin- 
ion he averred most emphatically that 
it would be of incalculable benefit to 
Terminal Islanders on account of the 
very poor service as rendered at pres- 
ent by the Terminal Railway. He 
said it often took two hours to make 
the trip down from the city, and that 
the trains seldom started or arrived 
on time. He characterized the Ter- 
minal’s locomotives as “second ofr 
third-rate engines.” and said that pas- 
sengers often had to go ahead to as- 
sist the engineer in running his ma- 
chine. Upon cross-examination Mr. 
Denis named specific instances 
when incidents such as he had 
described had happened. Such testi- 
mony as this Mr. Gibbon was well-nigh 
unprepared for. 

Mr. Dunn then stated that the testi- 
mony which they had just been pro- 
ducing was not so much to bolster up 
their contention as it was to give the 
data necessary ¢o enable the Board of 
Supervisors to fix regulations, in case 
it saw fit to grant the special privi- 
lege Mr. Muir was asking for. It was 
finally stipulated that a ferry should 
be run on just the terms submitted in 
evidence. ° 

Mr. Gibbon then took the floor and 
stated that he could not proceed with 
his argument until he should have ex- 
amined two more witnesses, both of 
whom cquld not be present yesterday. 
On account of the unmeasured on- 
slaught made by Mr. Denis, he 
eager to have Mr. Hynes, the general 
manager of the Terminal Company, put 
on the stand to prove by train, records 
the efficiency of the road, and the 


he said, in definite way, how the pro- 
posed ferry would injure the inner har- 
bor and hinder work which the United 
States government might soon under- 
take. 

The:Southern Pacific attorneys pooh- 
poohed the idea that a “little jerk- 
water ferry’’ could ever stand in the 
way of any improvement that the gov- 
ernment might wish to make, but. Mr. 
Gibbon replied that, if ever the go - 
ment should need that land or right- 
of-way after a special privilege had 
been granted to the Southern Pacific, 
he was sure it would have to pay an 
immense sum for what now might 
seem almost worthless. 

Deputy District Attorney Wilbur then 
asked Mr. Gibson if he would object 
to inserting the clause in the bond, 
‘stipulating that in case the government 
should want the land, the Southern Pa- 
cific’s franchise or privilege should ter- 
minate. 

Mr. Gibson replied that he would not 
like te consent to anythine of that 
sort, merely for the reason, he af- 
firmed, that it was absolutely unneces- 
sary. 

Nothing further could be done in the 
matter until Mr. Gibbon had been 
given an to present the 
merits of his contention fully, and, 
after some strenuous objection from 
Mr. Gibson and Mr. Dunn, the matter 
was continued for final hearing until 
tomorrow morning at 9:30 o’clock. -

PLENTY OF GOLD. In the last few 
weeks about $15,000,000 in gold has gone 
to Europe. It is not a case for ner- 
vousness. During the fiscal year to 
close June 30, the imports of the yellow 
métal will amount to $68,000,000. The 
mines of the country have produced in 
that time not less ‘than $50,000,000. The 
total-gain is $118,000,000 in gold. In the 
fiscal year ended June _ 30, 1898, the 
gain in gold from imports and the 
mines was $152,000,000. So the country 
on July 1, 1899, will be $270,000,000 richer 
in gold than two years ago. This does 
not account for-what was used in the 
arts. 

COMMERCIAL. 

WHEAT CROP NOTES. In seven 
Russian provinces the famine condition 
is worse than in 1891-92. In thirteen 
provinces in Roumania:-the crop is re- 
ported a failure, and it is bad. 

The annual report of the Modern: Mil- 
ler says the:decline in:condition dur- 
ing the past six weeks and the aban- 
donment of a wide area supposed to 
promise a.crop.at the hexinning of 
spring is due to a widespread plague 
of hessian flies and chinch bugs. In 
some sections droutlh injured’the plant, 
and a slight loss is due to local storms, 
but: throughout the Mississippi, Mis- 
souri and Ohio River valleys the chinch 
bug and hessian fiy“have been causes 
of heavy damage. A condition of 66 
upon 15.4 average acreage yield upon 
23,300,000 acres indicates a winter wheat 
crop of only 236,821,000 bushels.

COST OF PEACE. While any step 
toward disarmament in Europe is im- 
probable at this time, a powerful pres- 
-entation might be made at The Hague 
.» of the financial side of the case, says the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. Most of the 
mations of Europe are adding largely 
to their public debts and disarmament 
for some of them may become a neces- 
gity.

FUTURB OF IRON. The question 
as to how long the present demand for 
iron and steel will continue is answered 
‘by Hon. Abram 8. Hewitt of New York, 
President E. H. Gray of the Federal 
Steel Company, Messrs. Rogers, Brown 
& Co., the Cramp Shipbuilding Company 
and other extensive users in letters to 
jthe Manufacturers’ Record. Mr. Gary 
writes as follows: “I believe we have 
entered upon a period of such increased 
gonsumption of iron and steel as to 
mdicate the probability of a continuance 
for several years of the present world- 
wide activity in this industry. The in- 
dications are favorable for an ever- 
widening foreign market for our iron, 
steel, machinery and kindred products, 
and the increased uses for iron and 8teel, 
the deveiopment of a navy and a mer- 
chant marine, and. the extension of our 
railways, added to the consumptive re- 
quirements of eastern countries and 
Africa, justify the belief in a still 
greater expansion of the iron and steel 
\ trade of the entire world during the 
mext five or ten*years.”’ Practically the 
game view is also taken by Mr. Hewitt 
and most’ of the other authorities 
quoted. Some of them believe that the 
metal trade may experience periods of 
temporary depression, but that the 
metal market will be active for at least 
several years to come. 


LOCAL PRODUCE MARKETS.

ANXIOUS WEEK IN THE LONDON

Money is Dear and Business Remaing 
Bad Because the People Refuse 
to Speculate—Interest Rates Ad- 
vance as Banks Must Soon Make 
Up Yearly Accounts. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, June 26.—The Times’ London 


financial correspondent cables: 


*“‘We have had an anxious week, only par- | 
tially brightened at the close by the forma- 
tion of a new French Ministry. At last the 
Paris bourse has begun to take alarm, and 
all the early part of the week poured Tintos 
and African gold shares into the London 
market. Fortunately our stock exchange 
had previously sold short, pretty freely, and 
therefore took the shares without much 
flinching. Still Tintos at the lowest were 
well pounded. 

“Until the market is settled business must 
remain bad, because the people refuse to 
speculate, and dealings are therefore confined 

investments which the markets cannot 
live upon. 

“To add to the difficulties, money is again 
dearer. The Reichsbalt has had to raise its 
discount rate to 4% per cent., which means 
further advances on securities. All available 
capital and credit are locked up in securities, 
which cannot be-realized on, and the only 
hope is said to lie in the further unloading 
of American railroad securities in New York 
to pay for gold. The banks, not in London 
alone, but all the world over, make up their 
yearly accounts June 30, and must cal] at 
least £10,000,000 floating credits off the mar- 
ket in order to display the proper amount of 
cash in hand, and at the Bank of England, 
at that. The process is necessary ip self- 
defense, but highly inconvenient, and five or 
six millions may have to be borrowed. 

“Up to within the last two days money 
could be borrowed for the week at 1% per 
cent. Today the ratés are 2% per cent. 
Next week stock exchange money will prob- 
ably cost on an average 3% per cent, al- 
though the account then to be settled will 
be less heavy than is usual. This squeeze is 
quite temporary, and our market from one 
point of view is comfortable enough. It ig 
danger from without that we have to dread. 

“The bankers’ association met Thursday 
and discussed plans for increasing its gold 
reserve, now almost ni!, but merely appointed 
a committee to consider and report. Nothing 
will be done unless under stress of circum- 
stances, because the banks all strain them- 
selves to pay high dividends, and are too 
jealous of each other to take concerted ac- 
tion. Five per cent of the deposits is per- 
manently held in golé and not seen much 
of, but we dodged the bailiffs and kept on 
looking on nothing so long that we shall 
continue the game until something breaks 
somewhere. Nothing particular is doing in 
your securities by the general public.

DAMAGE SUIT AGAINST SANTA AN 
NOW BEING TRIED. 


Santa Fe After Its Share of the Busi- 
ness Which Huntington Tried to 
Monopolize, With Prospects of 
Getting It—The Crops. 


SANTA ANA, June 26. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The Superior Court was occu- 
pied today with the damage case of D.’ Gild- 
macher vs. the City of Santa Ana. In the 
construction of the new sewer system it was 
deemed necessary by the city to lay a line 
of sewer pipe along the rear of several 
buijdings between West and Birch streets 
on Fourth, owned by Plaintiff Gildmacher, 
and now he has concluded that he is entitled 
to damages to the extent of about $400. He 
did not think the sewer a necessity when 
it was being constructed, and therefore en- 
joined the city from crossing his property. 
But a bond was forthcoming from the city 
that it would stand good for whatever dam- 
age was sustained by the owner of this prop- 
erty, and thereupon the court ordered the. 
work to proceed. The extent of Gildmacher’s 
damage, if any, by reason of the presence of 
the line of sewer pipe across his property, is 
beipg considered by a jury. 

EXPECTED RAILROAD NEWS.

How Stotsenberg Died. 


[Frederick Palmer in Collier’s 
Weekly:] The Fourth was fairly in 
the mess when Col. Stotsenberg of the 
Nebraskans waved a good-by: to his 
wife from the window of the morning 
train which left Manila at 8:30 o’clock 
for Malolos. He 4rrived at Malolos at 
11 o'clock, jumped on a horse, and 
hurried out to the regiment, which he 
found lying out in the open under a 
heavy fire. The Filipinos were showing 
the pluck which characterizes . them 
when their spirits are high. They took 
g00d aim at our men, despite the heavy 
answering fire. Either the Nebraskans 
must ~-retreat or go forward. .They 
could not lie still with every minute 
bringing the call for a doctor. Stand- 
ing erect, Stotsenberg surveyed the 
field for a minute, and then gave the 
order to charge. Every man who had 
not fallen from a wound or from heat 
prostration, sprang forward, guiding 
on him. | 

The privates will tell you now that 
they saw him fall, or that they heard 
some one say that the colonel was hit, 
and then that. they swore and gritted 
their teeth, and thought of nothing 
but the rebels in the trench. The 
bullet had been kind to Stotsenberg. 
It passed through his body near ‘his 
heart, and he fell without a word. 
The afternoon train took his body hack 
to his wife. He was a regular army 
officer with the regular’s ideas of @is- 
cipline; a superior regular army officer 
doing, without fuss, his duty as he un- 
derstood it, whose death was. the 
choicest that befalls the soldier. While 
doing barrack duty in Manila, at be- 
hest of the regiment the State Legis- 
lature had passed a resolution asking 
that this “heller of a colonel,” as 
they call a -martinet in the army, be 
superseded. He was the most unpopu- 
lar commanding officer among the vol- 
unteers before he ever led his men in 
a —?. After that they swore by 
him. e led them against Quingua, 
and lost his life because he thought 
too much of them to see them pun- 
ished while waiting for brigade orders. 
The orderly who came from Gen. Hale 
to ‘tell™him to fall back was too late. 
He stopped by the colonel’s body and 
looked at the colonel’s soldiers as they 
climbed over the earthwofks, while 
the general adapted himself to the cir- 
cumstances and ordered the Iowas to 
charge as well. It had been his inten- 
tion to bring the Nebraskans back un- 
der cover while the guns shelled the 
enemy out of his trenches. This would 
probably have caused quite as great a 
loss—a loss of fifty men in retaking a 
town which we had evacuated. 

Although they had won a great vic- 
tory, there was a lump in - every Ne- 
braska man’s throat. They said: 
*“‘Nebraska’s done for,’”’ and the next 
day, for the colonel’s sake, they fought 
harder than ever. As long as the war 
continues the spirit of Stotsenberg 
will lead them. They have forgiven 
him for being a “heller.”’

BIDS 


OLD DRAWING AND MUSIC SYSTEMS 
FOR ANOTHER YEAR. 


Board of Education Will Deliberate 
Again Tonight on the Adoption 
of a New Writing System—A 
Teacher Finds Out Why He Was 
Dropped. 


The music and drawing systems now 
in use in the city schools will be em- 
ployed for another yeat. Tonight the 
Board of Education will decide whether 
to continue the present writing systent 
or adopt one of the new systems. 

The board last night met to open bids 
for writing, drawing and music sys- 
tems. As a matter of formality it was 
necessary to go to the old rooms in the 
Gardner & Zellner building to open the 
bids. Immediately afterward the board 
returned to the present quarters, and 
after transacting some routine business 
went into executive session to discuss 
the various systems proposed. — 

Representatives of a number of pub- 
lishing firms were present to argue the 
claims of their respective systems, 
Each representative was allowed a lim- 
ited time to plead his cause before the 
board. After a short deliberation the 
board returned to the light of day and 
formally resolved upon the rejection of 
the drawing and music-system bids, as 
had been decided in the star-chamber 
session. 

The adoption of a system results in 
the signing of a four-year contract. Its 
rejection means simply the continu- 
ance of the use of the old-system_for 
another year. A year ago there was a’ 
long discussion as to the adoption of a 
new writing system. At that time all 
the bids were rejected. It is scarcely 
— that t will occur a second 
time. 

A painful ingident of the meeting 
was the ap ance of W. 8S. Hall, a 
teacher, to k why the board had 
dropped him/from its list of employés. 
He demanded that his ratings should 
be told him. The request was granted, 
and it transpired that, although Mr. 
Hall had been reported “excellent” in 
scholarship, and “good” in some other 
respects, -yet in most of the points con- 
sidered he had been marked as only 
‘fair,”’ which is below the average. It 
was explained to Mr. Hall that the 
superintendent, his assistant, the 
school principal and the superintend- 
ents of music, drawing, physical cul- 
ture, etc., had all been required to re- 
port on the scholarship, personal ap- 
pearance, discipline, tractability, per- 
sonal influence, health, energy and 
other qualifications of each teacher. 
The four marks given were excellent, 
good, fair and poor. Although Mr. 
Hall was marked “poor” only in music, 
yet the preponderance of “fairs’’ con- 
demned him. The board listened at- 
tentively to Mr. Hall’s vague declara- 
tions that his ratings: were “unjust,” 
there was some desultory talk, then 
President Davis bowed to Mr. Hall and 
asked, “Is that all?” Thus ended the 
incident.

Gage Pieads Not Guilty. European Crop Prospeéts.
